Nixon was aware of the per- 
sonal and political nature of 
many of the conversations 
nine months before the taps 
were ended, and specifically 
ordered them to continue. 

The former President also 
ordered the summaries of the 
conversations sent to his top 
political aide instead of his top 
national security aide, accord- 
ing to the same documents.
